Base  Operations,  Clinton  Coxinty  AFB,  Ohio  reported  by  telephone  an  account 
of  a UFO*  Capt  Long  obtained  his  information  from  Sergeant  Eaker  of  the 
Ohio  I’i^hvay  Patrol  Headquarters,  Viljiiingtoa,  Ohio*  Sergeant  Baker  in 
turn  obtained  the  origin^  report  from  a 46  year  old  man  and  his  tvo  sons, 
ages  17  and  10.
